ports  of  entry,  amounted ,tO  $9,868,657.  against 
$8,550,573  in  1897  and  $10,261,829  in.1896. 

—Reports  from  Tierra  del  Fuego  state  that 
gold  washing  in  that  district  has  been  success- 
ful of  late,  over  two  hundred  pounds'  weight 
of  pure  gold  having  been  obtained.  :There  are 
at  present  two  mining  claim*.  one*eloiiging 
to  William  Garrett  and* the  other  to  Meliton 
Diquelme.  There  are  110  less  than  44  Bold 
washing  claims  on  the  Lafayette  and  Santa 
Maria  rivers,  the  total  number  of  men  en- 
gaged hi  this  sort  of  work  being  223.  the 
bulk  of  whom  are  Austrians,  Chilians  and 
Italians,  with  a  sprinkling  of  »Ffew  others; 

—The  reported  heavy  damage  to  the  crop 
has  now  had  its  day  and  grain-dealers,  ship- 
pers and  agents  have  settled  their  conviction 
in  favor  of  a  good  exporWble  surplus.  Opi 
nions  as  to  the  exact  surplus  naturally  differ, 
especially  as,  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  reli- 
able statistical,  department  and  to  the  contra- 
dictory news  received  from  the  immense  grain 
zone  in  the  republic,  there  is  no  possibility  of* 
arriving  at  the  true  state  of  affairs.  The  pes- 
simists consider  that  the  exportable  surplus 
will  be  about  800,000  tons  and  the  optimists 
go  double  that  quantity.  So  far  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  form  a  correct  judgment  from  the 
reports  received,  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  pessimists  are  nearer  the  reality.  It 
is  reported  that  the  neighboring  republic  of 
Uruguay  will  be  able  to  export  about  200,000 
tons  grain  which  is  a  good  contingent,  thus 
bringing  up  the  exportable  surplus  from  the 
River  Plate  to  one  million  tons.  —  Times,  Bue 
nos  Aires,

THE  REPORTED  DEATH  OF 
IBARRETA. 

Further  telegrams  have  now  been  received 
from  Asuncion  which  go  to  confirm  previous 
reports  as  to  the  reported  death  of  the  explorer 
Ibarreta  in  the  Pilcopiayo  and  his  two  com- 
panions. More  Indians  of  the  Toln  tribe  have 
arrived  at  Asuncion  and  on  being  interviewed 
confirm  what  was  stated  by  the  Indians  the 
other  day.  The  new  Indians  who  have  arriv- 
ed possess  two  Winchester  rifles  which  it  is 
known  belonged  to  the  exploring  party. 

The  Indians  say  that  the  death  of  Iharreta 
was  accomplished  asiollows.  Some  of  them 
found  Ibarreta  and  his  two  companions  and 
offered  to  guide  theni  down  to  tlie  const.  lb  ir- 
ret*.  nothing  suspecting,  accepted  this  offer 
and  whilst  making  preparations  for  moving  off 
irom  the  camp,  the  Indians  fell  on  him  and 
his  companions  and  murdered  all  three  of 
them.  The  Indians  did  net,  say  those  that 
have  arrived  at  Asuncion,  kill  Ibarreta  and  his 
two  men  until  he  had  shown  them  how  to  use 
the  rifles  that  they  took  from  the  dead  men. 
Tlie  Indians  give  also  a  description  of  a  wea- 
pon that  Ibarreta  had  for  driving  off  attacks 
from  Indians  which  appears  to  have  been  a 
small  machine  gun.  Tlie  Indians  took  pos- 
session, so  they  sav,  of  everything  that  the 
explorer  had  with  him. 

With  regard  to  this  sad  matter  we  may  state 
that  Leiva  and  Giraldez,  who  were  tlie  "first  to 
arrive  at  Asuncion  and  give  notice  of  Ibarreta's 
desprat^  condition,  arrived  here  from  that 
city  on  Sunday  and  have  made  some  interest- 
ing declarations.  They  say  that  Ibarreta  had 
no  machine  gun  with  him,  and  that  he  had 
not,  either,  the  case  of  papers  that  the  Indians 
refer  to.  The  two  arrivals  here  say  that  Ibar- 
reta gave  strict  orders  that  the  Indians  were 
not  to  be  shown  under  any  pretext  how  to  use 
the  rifles. 

Leiva  and  Giraldez  do  not  believe  the  state- 
ments of  the  Indians  and  say  that  Ibarreta  is 
still  to  bs  found  at  the  Patifio.  It  may  be  that 
the  Indians  have  fallen  in  with  some  other 
private  exploring  expedition  that  may  have 


come  tooui  Brazil  or  Bolivia.  The.  IudtiM 
OimotireiKraUy  be  believed,  ail  they  are  no- 
loriouiltari.  It  may^Uobea  plant  on  the 
part  of'  the  Indian*  that  no  relief  expedition 
vmi  be'teiit  to  And  Ibarreto.      • 

Eeiva  «ndGlm1dei  have  given  some  infor- 
mation concerning  their:  journey  through  the 
unknown  regions  of  the  country  traversed, 
which  is  of  interest,  the  salient  points  baiiig 
as  follows;"  . '  --  ■  \ ,  -  :.    • 

The  expedition  left  the  Sui  Antonio  mission 
on  the  3rd  of  Jrtne  of  last  year  aiid  consisted 
of  Ibarreta.  Florentiiio  Leiva  (Argentine).  Ro- 
inulo  Giraldez  (Bolivian),  Tbnids  Moyatto.  Te- 
lesforo  Burgos  and  Belisario  Antolin  (Argen- 
tines), M.  Beltran  <Spanhrd),Eloy  PLivera  and 
Cufijrino'Avala  (fl->!ivhr.sV  ■  •*''-  _  \! .' 

They  all  left  in  chafaMS  specially  WHlt  loir-, 
the  Rio  Pilcomayo,  about  three  .metres 
long  two  metres  beam  and  about  half  a  metre 
in  depth.  There  were  two  of  these  craft  which 
were  partially  decked  over  with  hides  and  can- 
vas.  The  hides  were  also  stretched  over  all  the 
boat  to  impede  the  passage  of  the  Indian 
arrows.  The  travellers  were  accompanied  as 
far  as  Creveaux  by  three  Indian  men  and  three 
Indian  women  one  of  the  later  being  named 
Rosa  and  the  other  Cochona.  . 

Arrived  at  the  Bolivian  fort  at  the  place 
mentioned  the  commander  there  said  that  he 
had  instructions  from  his  government  to  lend 
all  aid  to  the  party.  It  was  at  this  place  that 
Giraldez  joined  the  expedition,  also  Jose  Sm- 
cliez  and  the  boy  Mailoel  Diaz,  14  years  of  age. 
The  party  sooti  left  there  on  their  way  up 
the  river,  followed  by  the  two4ndiau  girls  on 
shore,  Who  refused  to  leave  them.  After  a 
time  the  girls  were  taken  into  th*  boats  aiid 
went  as  far  as  the  rapids.  .Arrived  at  the  rapids, 
a  brother  of  Rosa  ordered"  the  girls  to  leave 
the  boats  The  girls  could  speak  Spanish  and 
acted  as  interpreters  and  told  the  tribes  that 
were  fallen  in  with  that  the  party  did  not 
want  to  hurt  any  one.  The  Indians  thus  re- 
mained qniet  for  some  time. 

Near  the  rapids  large  bands  of  Chorotis  In- 
dians appeared.  These  are  all  tall  big  men 
and  have  their  faces  painted  completely  black 
and  carry  lances  and  arrows.  Ibarreta  had 
given  orders  that  no  Indians  Were  to  be  killed, 
unless  they  attacked  the  party.  In  order 
however,  to  frighten  them.  Ibarreta  discharged 
some  dynamite  bombrfwhich struck  terror  into 
their  hearts  and  they  dis*pp2ared.  ^ 

Tlie  Indians  gotjquiet  as  the  girls  told  tUetu 
that  the  party  werrChristians.aud  the  Indians 
hp  there,  know1  ng  the  Christian  missionaries 
iii  those  regions,  seldom  will  touch  a  Christian 
without  some  reason.  Tlie  Indians  offered 
them  fresh  meat  and  tried  to  get  them  to  land 
but  Leiva  said  it  meant  instant  death  to  land 
from  the  boats  as  the  Indians  would  kill  them 
immediately.  Thus  they  remained  cramped 
up  in  the. boats,  rowing  all  the  way  and  when 
any  of  them  got  sick  Ibarretaacted  as  doctor. 
As  regards  the  river  Pilcomayo,  Leiva  says 
that  it  runs  between  high  banks  and  that  near 
Saih  Francisco  it  rushes^along  like  a  torrent. 
Its  depth  and  width  vary  considerably,  in 
some  places  being  sixty  feet  wide  and  twenty 
feet  deep  and  in  others  not  six  feet  whieaud  two 
deep.  In  some  places  it  was  necessary  to  cut 
through  the  weeds  and  growth  in  tlie  rivers 
with  a  hatchet  to  get  the  boats  through.  -On 
the  average  in  this  part  it  took  them  two  days 
to  move  the  boat  about  a  couple  of  hundred 
yards.  The  first  rapid  that  they  reached  has 
11  fall  of  about  10  feet. 

Thus  after  many  days  they  arrived  at  the 
Patifio  swamp  on  the  12th  of  September  and 
here  the  provisions  gave  out.  Parties  were 
sent  out  to  find  Indian  settlements  for  food 
but  none  could  be  found  and  the  party  had  to 
subsist  on  what  they  could  shoot.  It  was  then 
that  Ibarreta  resolved  that  eight  of  the  men 
should  go  to  Formosa  as  best  they  could  and 
try  to  bring  back  help.  Ibarreta  refused  to 
leave  the  boats  which  contained  the  records 
of  his  explorations  and  he  appointed  Beltran 
head  of  the  party  and  told  them  to  "march  to 
the  rising  sun  following  the  instructions  of 
Leiva."  Ibarreta  had  a  thousand  cartridges 
left  with  him  and  three  rifles.  The  eight  men 
that  went  off  had  a  rifle  each  and  about  130 
rounds  of  ammunition. 

Leiva's  story  of  how  the  party  got  lost  ill 
the  forests,  how  they  swam  streams  and  how 
one  by  one  they  got  attacked  by  disease  and 
died  'is  extremely  painful,  It  appears  that 
the  men  got  a  species  of  ague  from  the  damp 
and  had  to  be  left  behind.  Finally  all  had 
been  left  but  the  two  who  have  arrived  here. 
They  sav  that  there  was  little  or  nothing  to 
shoot  and  for  many  days  they  went  hungry, 
whilst  water  was  very  scarce,  and  on  one  oc- 
casion they  had  to  go  for  36  hours  without  a 
drop. 

They  <ir>t  lost  many  times  but  at  last  manag- 
ed to  strike  the  track  of  a  troop  of  horses  and 
following  it  with  great  difficulty  reached  one 
of  the  missionary  stations,  their  journey  from 
Ibarreta  to  the  coast  having  occupied  over  four 
mouths  so  that  our  readers  can  well  imagine 
the  experiences  that  these  two  men  have  gone 
through.

DO  frock  coats,  and  there  was  a  look 
of  studied  gravity  on  their  watchful 
faces.

FIRST  IMPRESSIONS  OF    RIO. 

The  Rua  do  Ouvidor,  said  Uncle 
Abiier,  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  his- 
torical localities  of  the  country.  It  has 
existed,  since  .early  .tolonial  times,  the 
centre  of  business,  official  and  social 
life  ;  it  has  been  described  by  every 
traveller,  it  figureson  many  a  historical 
page,  and  it  fills  an  important  place  hi 
the  literature  of  the  country.  -^For  the 
provincial  coming  to  the  C6rte,  .is  the 
capital  was  called  in  monarchial  times, 
the  Rua  do  Ouvidor  was  the  Mecca 
toward  which  his  face  was  always  turn- 
ed. To  it  his  steps  were  directed  immedi- 
ately on  arrival,  he  met  his  friends  there, 
he  watched  the  well-dressed  ladies  pas- 
sing up  and  down,  he  passed  hours  iu 
its  cafes  gossiping  and  drinking  coffee, 
and  when  he  returned  home  his  talk- 
was  of  what  lie  saw  and  heard  on  the 
Rua  do  Ouvidor.  Its  shops  were  of  the 
richest  and  most  fashionable  in  the 
country,  and  its  fame,  like  that  of 
Regent  street,  was  spread' far  and  wide. 

After  giving  an  account  of  myself  to 
my  "consignee,"  I  was  sent,  under  the 
guidance  of  an  office  clerk,  to  join  some 
old  friends  then  located  in  Rua  da  Cou- 
stituicao,  near  the  old  national  museum.

Since  my  first  walk  through  the  Ou- 
vidor, a.great  nianyiicharures  Have  oc- 
curred, even  that  of  changing  its  name  ! 
It  was  then  lined  principally  with  ugly, 
one-story  buildings,  of  which  the  pre- 
sent habitation  of  the  Gazeia  de  Notifias 
is  a  fair  example.  There  were  a  few 
buildings  -with  an  upper  -floor,  and  as 
for  the  very  few  which  looked  down 
upon  us  from  the  lofty  height  of  a  sec- 
ond floor,  they  were  as  conspicuous  as 
they  were  tftt..  It  seemed  to  me  that 
the  town  was  in  the  last  stages  of  decay, 
for  the  buildings  were  antiquated  and 
dingy-looking,  and  their*  walls  were 
patched  and  crumbling.  The  old  cigar- 
shop  at  the  corner  of  the  Quitanda 
which  was  torn  down  a  year  or  two  ago, 
was  a  good  example.  It  was  torn  down 
because  it  was  considered  unsafe,  but  it 
looked  just  the  same  the  first  time  I 
saw  it  many  years  ago.  The  roofs  of 
these  old  Portuguese  buildings  might 
fall  in,  and-the  plaster  might  crumble 
and  fall  off,  but,  the  heavy  walls  very 
rarely  give  way.  The  old-time  masons 
could  build  a  strong  enough  wall,  even 
if  they  could  n't  make  it  plumb,  for  I've 
seen  some  of  their  masonry  so  solid  that 
it  took  an  immense  deal  of  work  to 
break  it  up.  And,  of  bourse,  I  have 
seen  not  a  little  sof  the  other  thing — 
walls  built  of*  Broken  stone,  pieces  of 
rotten  brici%  sticks  and  rttud,  so  thor- 
oughly unsafe  that  it  is  a  mystery  how 
they  could  have  lasted  so  long.

Of  the  shops  and  offices  on  the  Ou- 
vidor, I  remember  very  few  by  name. 
Mr.  George  LeiuKnger  then  had  a  small 
stationer's  shop  ana  printing  office  at 
the  lower  end  of  the  street,  where  his 
sons  are;  still  located,  aud  he  looked 
after  thebusiness  himself.  Heafforded 
a  good  example  of  what  patient,  hard 
workcould  accomplish,  for  he  had  built 
up,  little  by  little*  and  from  the  hum- 
blest beginnings,  the  largest  and  best 
printing  establishment  in  Brazil;  And 
he  did  it  by  giving  his  whole  attentiorrto 
the  business,  by  practising  strict'econo- 


wears  a  preoccupied  look  audlie  hurries. 
thftugh  the  street  asthough  his  fortune 
depended  on  his  speed;  here  no  one 
seemed  to  be  iu  a  hurry,  nor  to  have 
anything  to  do.  A}  large  proportion  of 
the  men  ^vore  tall  silk  hats  and  black 


pass 
stopping  to  look  at  its  collections  of 
curiosities,  aud  I  am  glad  to  see  that  it 
«  still  holds  out  at  the  old  stand,  »  and 
that  it  has  prospered  in  spite  of  crum- 
bling thrones  and  political  disorder. 
The  next  place  to  catch  my  eye  and 
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impress  my  memory,  was  the  Jmnal 
do  Commercio,  whose  dark  and  dingy 
interior  afforded  a  sharp  contrast  to 
the  bright,  showy  counting-rooms  of  the 
principal  New  York  dailies.  Above 
that  I  do  not  remember  any  special 
building  except  the  old  Hotel  Ravot  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  street,  whose 
admirable  site  seemed  to  be  thrown  away 
in  so  unprepossessing  a  building.  I  did 
not  then  know  that  hotels  were  not 
generally  patronized  by  Brazilians,  and 
'  that  they  depended  in  no  small  degree  on 
a  patronage  which  would  be  rigorously 
"excluded  from  an  American  hotel. 

In  great  part,  the  Ouvidor  seemed  to 
be  a  street  of  small  shops,  with  here 
and  there  a  caff-  opening  on  the 
sidewalk.  There  were  some  large,  fine- 
looking  shops,  and  good  taste  was  almost 
universally  shown  in  dressing  the  show- 
windows.  The  number  of  French  names 
on  the  signs  gave  me  the  reason  for  this, 
but  it  did  not  wholly  explain  how  the 
street  had  become  so  celebrated.  In 
colonial  times  it  was  occupied  by  the 
audience  rooms  of  the  royal  magistrates 
and  took  its  name  from  theug  ( opvMor), 
but  when  these  were  removed  and  the 
narrow  little  streefblossomed  out  with 
French  modistes,  and  tailor  shops,  and 
cafes,  and  all  that,  how  did  it  j  happen 
that  its  reputation  went  on  increasing, 
like  that  puzzling  mustard-seed,  until  it 
filled  the  whole  land  ?  I  must  confess 
that  I  could  not  understand  it  then,  nor 
can  I  now.  ,      'i-

The  official  report  of  Consul  Benjamin  F- 
Clark  of  Feraambuco  to,  the  United  States 
government  lias  just  reached  ill :  . 

He  says :  Tliemuiiicoba  plant  is  grown  in  the 
north  of  Brazil  especially  in  Ceara  and  Rio 
Grande  do  Norte  and  Paralryba.  In  price  the 
rubber  froui  those  states  is  second  to  the  serin- 
gueira  or  Para1  rublier,»nd  for  certain  classes  of 
work  is  preferred  to  the  latter.  . 

The  interest  in  the  growth  of  the  plant  is 
steadily  increasing  through  the  time  states 
mentioned  above,  and  is  also  extending  rapid- 
ly throughout  Pernamhuco,  Alagoas.  and 
Bahia,  giving  better  results  with  less  labour 
than  almost  any  other  agricultural  pursuit. 

The  seed  should,!*  planted  Jit  the  begin- 
ning of  winter,  red  i»  brown  soil  giving  the 
best  results.  At  the  tuiie-BF  planting  the  soil 
should  be  neither  excessivelyMry  or  wet ; 
once  the  tree  has  reached  the  age  of  two  years 
it  can  resist  any  weatber,  but,  of  course,  the 
amount  of  milk  will  always  more  or  less  de- 
pend on  the.cliuiatic  influence. 

At  Six  yeah  the  plant  will  ha«  reached  lis 
maturity,  which*  the  timeljsjfc  suited  for 
tapping,  though  this  may  be  begun  at  the  age 
-oftwo  years.  After  six  yun  tlw  .Tree  will 
produce  annually,  until  theV^hirty  years 
froma.toj  kilograms  (Ifcto  lfcS°>"ld»>.  •' 
rubber,  if  .in  good  condition,  ^mer  unity 
years  theyielcTwill  slightly  decrease,  the  life 
Ming  at  least'a  century,  imler  fair  conditions. 

The  sap  is  -prepared  in  exactly  the  same 
maimer  as  Hi*  seringueira  of  Pard,  but  is  of  a 
deeper  brown  color  after  smoking.  _ 

The  way  the  greater  part  of  the  mamcoba 
rubber  is  produced  in  tWlstates  above  men- 
tioned is  to  simply  cut  the  bark  of  the  tree, 
letting1  the  sap  run  ill  drops  to  the  base,  where 
by  the  action  of  the  sun's  rays  it  coagulates 
and  forms  an  irreguWr  *>lid  mass,  which  is 
gathered  by  the  natives  and  sold  to  the  mid- 
dlemen, by  whom  it  is  shipped  to  America  and 
Europe.  .  ,-  „

TELKGRAMS  OF  THLi  WliliK 


United  States 

Jan.  14—  Mr.  Dingley  of  tariff  fame  died 
to-day. 

It  is  officially  denied  that  there  is  any  mu- 
tiny amongst  the  American  troops  in  the  Phi- 
lippines. The  original  report  came  from  a 
Spanish  source.  «  „  ,±-  .-' 

JAN.  17.—  General  Otis  telegraphs  that  the 
state  of  affairs  in  the  Philippines  is  becoming 
more  tranquil. 

The  American  commission  to  study  how 
best  to  govern  the  Philippine  islands  will 
start  for  Manilla  within  the  next  fortnight. 

President  McKitiley  has  insisted  on  the 
court  martial  being  held  on  General  Eagan 
for  his  Conduct  to  General  Miles,  his  superior 
officer. 

The  Senate  has  again  .taken  the  Nicaragua 
Canal  scheme  into  consideration  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  message  of  President 
McKitiley,    , 

Jan.  j8.—  General  Lawton  has  left  with 
further  reinforcements  for   the    Philippines. 

Tile  house  of  representatives  has  approved 
a  bill  for  increasing  the  navy,  and  for  adding 
6,000  men  to  its  strength. 

A'Havas  agency  telegram  from  Washington 
says  news  has  been  received  there  of  a  terrible 
fight  between  King  Malietoa  and  King  Ma- 
taafa. The  former  was  defeated,  seventy 
three  men  were  either  killed  or  wounded,  and 
Malaafa  holds  the  throne.  [The  curious 
tiling  about  the  foregoing  telegram  is  that 
Malietoa  died  Aug.  22,  last  year,  and  that  he 
left  no  Malietoa  to  succeed  him.  The  control 
of  the  islands  is  vested  in  the  consuls  of  Great 
Britain,  Germany  and  the  United  States  and 
the  Chief  Justice  of  Samoa.] 

Jan.  19.—  General  Wood  advises  the  gov- 
ernment to  keep  50,000  men  in  Cuba  for  some 
years. 

President  Mckinley  has  sent  the  extradi 
tion  treaty  with  Brazil  to  congress,  and  it  is 
expected  to  pass  without  modifications.  Gene- 
ral Eagan  for  having  given  General  Miles  the 
lie,  is  to  be  tried  before  a  court-martial  presid- 
ed over  by  General  Wesley  Merritt.  The  court 
martial  is  to  take  place  on  the  25th  itist. 

Spain. 

Jan.  17.— The  members  of  the  Saga sta  ca- 
binet, are  disagreeing  and  it  is  possible  that  a 
cabinet  crisis  will  ensue. 

General  Correa,  the  minister  of  war,  has 
prohibited  meetings  of  military  officers  on  the 
occasion  of  the  King's  feast  day. 

It  is  said  that  Sr.  Sagasta  will  only  convoke 
the  Spanish  Cortes  when  the  American  senate 
has  approved  the  treaty  of  peace. 

Jan.  i8. —  The  Madrid  papers  complain 
bitterly  of  the  rigorous  censorship  established 
by  the  Americans  in;  Manilla,  and  state  that 
all  the  letters  and  telegrams  of  General  Rios 
are  violated. 

General  Correa,  the  war  minister,  to-day  n£ 
formed  his  colleagues  that  he  would  deal  rig- 
orously with  any  general  or  other  officer  who 
took  part  in  political  manifestations,  as  such 
conduct  is  subversive  of  the  discipline  that 
must  be  maintained  in  the  army.  Its  also 
announced  his  intention  to  introduce  a  scheme 
of  compulsory  military  service  with  a  plan  for 
reducing  the  number  of  officers  in  the  army. 

Great  Britain 

Jan.  14. —  Cecil  Rhodes  received  an  ovation 
011  his  arrival  in  London  to-day. 

The  Oceanic  launched  in  Belfast  to-day  for 
the  White  Star  line  is  the  largest  vessel  afloat. 
She  is  704  feet  long  an  1  has  17,000  tons  re- 
gister. 

The  ports  along  the  south  coast  of  England 
have  suffered  severely  from  the  recent  gales 
and  also  those  along  tiie  Welsh  coast. 

The  Times  characterises  the  international 
disarmament  scheme  as  Utopian.  (We  used 
the  same  words  when  the  first  telegram  ar- 
rived). 

M.  Paul  Cambon,  the  French  ambassador 
in  London,  replying  to  a  deputation  from  the 
Peace  League  said  the  French  people  were 
not  hostile  to  England  and  minimised  the 
Fashoda  incident  as  being  solely  the  work  of 
the  press. 

From  Havana  a  telegram  says  that  a  Spa- 
niard, having  hoisted  the  Spanish  flag  over 
his  house,  was  attacked  by  300  Cubans.  The 
American  pickets  intervened,  and  in  the  bay- 
onet charge  that  ensued  there  were  many 
wounded. 

A  reported  defeat  of  the  Anglo-Egyptian 
soldiers  by  the  Emir  Fedil  is  denied,  but 
reinforcements  are  on  their  way  from  Om- 
durinan. 

The  s.s.  Industan  with  a  cargo  of  cattle  and 
sheep  from  the  River  Plate  reached  Gravesend 
to-day  with  large  losses  owing  to  the  recent 
gale. 

Several  papers  say  that  Mr.  John  Morley 
intends  to  retire  from  active  interference  in 
politics.  (Mr.  Morley  is  60  years  of  age  but 
tor  a  statesman  is  yet  young  and  strong.  His 
retirement  from  politics,  if  true,  will  leave 
the  future  Liberal  leadership  between  Lord 
Rosebery  and  Mr.  Asquilh). 

Jan.  \$.—Ti\* Morning  Post  says  that  a  treaty 
of  alliance  has  been  sighed  between  Russia  and 
Afghanistan.  (Readers  of  Charles  Marvin's 
book,  *At  the  Gates  of  Herat  "will  appreciate 
the  value  of  this  telegram). 

Lord  Charles  Beresford  has  arrived  at  Kioto 
in  Japan,  and  in  an  interview  said  that  an 
alliance  was  imminent  between  Great  Britain, 
Germany,  the  United  States  and  Japan.  (Cham- 


berlain gave  $he  same  information  two  months 
ago  at  Birmingham). 

Telegrams  from  Warsaw  say  that  a  Lieut. 
Pekarwich  being  tried  bv  a  court-martial  and 
finding  himself  proved  guilty,  fired  at  the 
presiding  officer  and  killed  him    oil   the  spot. 

Maximo  Gomez  is  said  to  be  disgusted  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  chief  Cubans  are 
accepting  employment  under  the  American 
government. 

From  Madrid  it  is  reported  that  the  diver- 
gencies amongst  the  members  of  the  cabinet 
on  the  army  and  navv  estimates  is  likely  to 
produce  another  crisis  in    the  Sngasta  cabinet. 

Jan.  18.— The  London  papers  say  that  great 
discontent  exislsauiongst  the  Spanish  soldiery 
owing  to  the  introduction  of  a  new  uniform 
and  delays  in  pay. 

The  identity  of' the  infamous  Jack  the  Rip- 
per is  said  to  have  been  partially  disclosed  by 
a  London  clergyman  who  was  to  have  kept 
the  secret  until  ten  vears  after  the  mur- 
derer's death.  He  is  said  to  have  been  an  old 
army  surgeon. 

Mr.  John  Morlev  lias  formally  resigned  his 
position  as  a  leader  of  the  liberal  party  on 
account  of  the  jingoism  that  is  being  shown 
in  the  Soudan  and  Chines-  questions. 

The  army  of  the  emir  Ahmed  Fedil  has  stir- 
rendered  to  the  Anglo-Egyptian  troops,  and 
the  latter  are  now  complete  masters  of  the 
Blue  Nile  valley. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  says  that  peace  with 
France  is  now  assured. 

Jan.  19.— Mr.  Chamberlain,  speaking  at 
Wolverhampton,  declared  that  Great  Britain 
had  gone  half  way  to  meet  France  in  a  friendly 
settlement  of  questions  pending  between  the 
two  nations,  and  that  all  were  settled  with  the 
exception  of  those  relating  to  Newfoundland 
and  Madagascar. 

The  Times  ^correspondent  telegraphs  from 
Madrid  that  the  triumph  of  Don  Carlos  is  con- 
sidered probable.  It  is  the  general  belief 
there  that  the  army  is  solidly  in  favor  of  the 
pretender. 

The  row  in  Samoa  seems  to  be  explained  by 
an  attempt  of  Mataafa  to  regain  his  little 
throne,  countenanced  by  the  German  consul. 
Three  British  cruisers  have  been  ordered  to 
Apia  from  New  Zealand  to  support  British  in- 
terests and  Ainerican  gunboats  are  also  ex- 
pected to  be  sent.  It  is  probable  that  Mataafa 
will  be  allowed  to  reign  under  protection  of 
the  guaranteeing  powers. 

Sr.  Moreno,  the  Argentine  expert  on  the 
boundary  question,  has  arrived  in  Loudon, 
and  the  first  sitting  of  the  arbitrators  will  take 
place  shortly. 

The  London  and  provincial  papers  are  all  in 
favor  of  an  entente  cotdiale  with  France,  and 
applaud  the  pacific  tone  of  Sir  Michael  Hicks 
Beach  at  Bristol. 

The  snow  storms  in  Scotland  are  heavier 
this  year  than  in  many  previous  vears  of  bad 
weather. 

Jan,  20,—  The  government  has  formally 
taken  over  the  government  of  the  Soudan  con- 
jointly with  the  Khedive  of  Egypt.  Lord  Kit- 
chener, as  governor-general,  lias  abolished 
slavery, 

Mr.  Cecil  Rhodes  is  said  to  have  arranged 
the  railway  from  the  Cape  to  Cairo  with  Mr. 
Chamberlain,  who  expects  to  be  able  to  gua- 
rantee ten  millions  sterling  for  the  enterprise. 

Mr,  Asquilh  speaking  at  L  mth  characle;is- 
ed  a  war  between  Great  Britain  and  France  as 
a  scandalous  calamity. 

France. 

JAN.  14. —  Nub.tr  Pasha,  the  greatest  of 
Egyptian  ministers  in  the  present  century, died 
in  Paris  to-day.     lie  was  born  ill  [S25. 

Esterha/.y  has  asked  for  a  safe  conduct  if  lie 
is  to  give  evidence  before  the  court  of  cassation 
in  the  Dreyfus  case.     (He  is  likely  to  get  it) 

Col.  Sclnvarlzkcjppeii  (who.  was  military 
attache  for  Germany  in  Paris  in  1S93-4  and 
whose  name  was  principally  mixed  up  with 
the  secret  charges  against  Dreyfus)  says  that 
he  has  had  no  communication  whatever  with 
Drey  f  us. 

Jan.  17. —  M.  Druniont,  the  anti  jew  and 
anti-Dreyfus  journalist,  has  published  a  violent 
article  against  Great  Britain  in  his  paper,  the 
Lib}?  Parole. 

Telegrams  from  Russia  say  that  the  press 
there  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  cession  of  the 
Marianna  and  Caroline  islands  to  either  Great 
Britain  or  Germany. 

M.  Ernest  Daudet  has  published  a  forcible 
article  in  the  Gaulois  in  favor  of  an  entente 
eordiale  between  France  and  Germany,  and 
his  views  are  popular  in  both  countries. 

JV^-  iS.—  Telegrams  from  Manilla  say  that 
700  Spaniards  have  been  liberated  by  the  Ta- 
galos,  and  that  all  the  other  prisoners  not  sol- 
diers or  monks  will  be  shortly  sent  to  Spain. 

Ex-Major  Ester  hazy  arrived  111  Paris  to-day, 
furnished  with  a  safe-conduct,  to  give  evi- 
dence in  the  supplementary  Dreyfus  case 
before  the  court  of  cassation. 

M.  Coustans  left  Paris  to-day  to  take  up  the 
post  of  French  ambassador  in  Constantinople 
is  succession  to  M.  Pateuotre. 

jAN>  ig. —  Esterhazy's  deposition  before  the 
court  of  cassation  to-day  chiefly  consisted  in 
allegations  against  Col.'  Schwartzkoppeu,  the 
German  military  attache"  in  1S94,  wha,  he  says, 
is  hostile  to  him  for  personal  reasons. 

Replying  to  a  question  in  the  Chamber  of 
deputies,  51,  Lockroy  said  that  France  is  the 
only  power  that  has  a  practical  submarine 
vessel  in  the  Zede  recently  tried  at  Hveres. 

The  ministry  has  decided  not  to  intervene 
in  the  case  of  the  I'icquart  trial,  as  the  entire 
question  rests  with  the  court  of  cassation.

the  Devil ! 

Edgar  Allan  Pee  completely  forgot  to  make 
mention  of  these  creatures;  hence  I  find 
myself  obliged,  however  diffidently,  to  sup-

Now  what  I  am  skilfully  leading  up  to  is  the 
fact  that  there  are  not  only  no  Protestant 
church  bells  to  be  heard  in  S.  Paulo,  but, 
although  there  is  an  English  Church,  there  is 
no  English  parson.  S.  Paulo  Anglican  Church, 
S.  Paulo,  is  at  present  tumbling  along  water- 
logged under  a  jury  rig  with  a  passenger  in 
charge,  so  to  speak. 

From  the  talk  which  goes  on  we  understand 
tlmt  totake  tlie  British  chaplaincy  of  our  city 
implies  a  great  stretch  of  condescension  on  the 
part  of  even  tile  feeblest  specimen  of  an 
English  church  parson  who  can  be  found. 
Prayers  are  actually  being  offered  every  Sunday 
that  a  suitable  chaplain  be  sent  down  from  — 
wherever  they  come  from —  to  fill  the  vacant 
place, 

Now  why  is  this?  The  salary  attached  to 
the  post  has  been,  £  450  per  annum  —  (£250 
from  the  congregation,  £  .200  from  the  South 
American  Missionary  Society  ),— a  roomy,  com- 
fortable, newly-buflt  parsonage,  rent  free, 
next  the  church,  and  with  ample  ground  round 
it.  There  is  plenty  of  pleasant  society,  tennis, 
cricket,  dancing,  afternoon  tea  and' scandal. 
I  here  is  no  personal  danger.  The  climate  of 
S.  Paulo  is  at  least  as  healthy  as  that  of  any 
part  of  England,  as  the  city  is  2500  feet  above 
sea-level;  i.e.  above  the  level  of  Rio  and 
Santos.  Tlie  parson  is  not  expected  to  visit 
Santos  during  the  hot  weather. 

We  do  not  eat  our  missionaries;  even  the 
Santos  boys,  with  all  their  faults,  are  not  can- 
nibals !  The  work  is  light  and  there  are  no 
indigent  poor.  A  healthy,  energetic,  well 
educated  gentleman  arriving  to  take  the 
position  of  chaplain  here,  would  certainly 
receive  a  cordial  welcome. 

As  things  are  we  have  to  be  born,  and  die 
without  benefit  of  clergy  ;  and  what  are  we  to 
do  if  we  can't  be  married?  But  perhaps  we 
are  too  far  away.  Up  to  the  present  at  least 
we  find  ourselves  in  the  position  of  the  sailor 
in  the  shipwreck  in  Don  Juan  :

Now  that  the  approaching  marriage  of  Patti 

la  Diva  par  excellence  is  fixed  for  the  25th 
iust.,  a  brief  memoir  of  the  prima  donna  of 
the  19th  century  will  not  be  out  of  place. 
AdelinaCloriuda  Patti  was  born  in  Madrid  on 
19  February  1S43.  She  received  her  profes- 
sional training  under  her  step-brother,  Ettore 
Barili,  and  made  her  first  appearance  on  the 
stage  in  New  York  in  1S59.  Both  her  parents 
had  been  singers  and  she  was  taken  to  the 
United  States  while  stfll  a  child.  In  r86r,  she 
appeared  as  «Amraa«  in  La  Sonambula  at 
Coveiit  Garden  and  at  once  became  the  favorite 
prima  donna  of  the  day,  which  position  she 
maintained  for  a  longer  period  than  any  other 
singer  of  the  century.  Her  voice  is  an 
unusually  high  soprano  reaching  to  F  in  alt, 
of  rich  bell-like  tone  and  remarkable  evenness. 
To  these  qualities  she  adds  purity  of  style  and 
the  highest  artistic  finish.  Equally  at  home  '■ 
in  the  tenderness  of  deep  passion  and  the 
sprightly  vivacity  of 'comedy,  she  has  also 
sung  splendidly  in  oratorio.  In  1870,  she 
received  from  the  Emperor  of  Russia  the 
order  of  merit,  and  was  appointed  first  singer 
at  that  court.  In  r863,  she  married  M.  Roger 
de  Cahuzac,  Marquis  de  Caux,  but  was  divor- 
ced from  him  in  1886.  She  then  married  the 
tenor  Ernesto  Nicolini  who  died  in  1S9S.  Her 
home  is  Craig-y-noa  Castle  near  Swansea,  in 
which  she  opened  a  private  theatre  in  1S91. 
It  is  an  extensive  property  situated  in  one  of 
the  most,  delightful  spots  in  Wales.  Her 
future  husband  is  a  widower  and  is  29  years 
of  age.  •     , 


Mr.  Stead  is  not  helping  the  reputation  of 
the  Czar  with  his  revelations  of  what  he  says 
that  potentate  has  said  to  him,  The  world  is 
quite  willing  to  take  a  most  favorable  view  of 
the  young  and  amiable  autocrat,  but  if  Mr. 
Stead  reports  him  faithfully  he  is  either  in- 
sincere or  weak.  He  is  quoted  as  expressing 
horror  at  the  partition  of  China  and  as  saying 
that  Russia  only  occupied  Port  Arthur  under 
bitter  necessity  and  in  order  to  forestall  Ger- 
man and  British  designs.  Russia  secured  a 
so-called  lease,  but  really  a  cession,  of  Kiao 
Chou  more  than  two  years  ago.  The  fact  that 
Germany  was  allowed  without  protest  totake 
this  port  herself  is  pretty  good  evidence  of  an 
understanding  that  Russia  was  not  to  be  dis- 
turbed in  the  occupation  of  Taliemvan  and 
Port  Arthur.  As  to  the  latter,  England  offer- 
ed to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Russia 
that  no  European  power  should  occupv  auy 
point  on  the  Gulf  of  Pechili,  bit'  this  did  not 
suit  Russia.  Russia's  interference  to  prevent 
Japan  from  taking  Port  Arthur  was  obviously 
a  first  step  toward  taking  it  herself.  The  man 
who  goes  around  knocking  other  men  down 
right  and  left  on  the  pretended  ground  that 
he  was  afraid  some  one  intended  to  knock 
him  down  invites  grave  suspicion  of  his  can- 
dor and  his  motives.—  New  York  Journal  of 
Commerce. 
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And  this  is  all  tile  more  neeessary  where  offi- 
cials act  arbitrarily  and  unreasonably,  as_  so 
often  occurs  in  hasty  sanitary  measures  against 
epidemic  diseases.  We  do  not  know  whether 
it  is  a  recognized  principle  in  law,  or  not,  hut 
it  seems  to  us  to  be  a  very  simple  act  of  justice 
for  the  state  to  assume  tile  fullest  responsibi- 
lity for  all  losses  occasioned  by  public  meas- 
ures against  epidemic  diseases,  hostile  inva- 
sions, etc.  The  object  is  to  protect  the  whole 
community,  and  the  whole  community  should 
therefore  bear  the  cost,  and  not  the  few  indi- 
viduals who  happen  to  be  caught  between  our 
defensive  measures  and  the  enemy. 


Recent  acts  of  the  executive  branch 
again  compel  us  to  call  attention  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  providing  a  consti- 
tutional check  upon  the  arbitrary  exer- 
cise of  authority.     We  do  not  question 
the  motives  of  the  executive,  bat  as  the 
tendency  is  to  override  some  of  the 
simplest  principles  of  law  and  justice, 
prompt  measures  must  be  taken  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  people.     In  a 
republic  no  man,  110  matter  how  good 
and  patriotic  he  may  be,  ought  to  be  en- 
trusted with    absolute  power-     There 
should  always  be  a  check   upon  his  offi 
cial  acts,  ami  recourses  should  always 
be  provided  against  unjust  and  illegal 
acts  of  authority.    At  the  present  mo- 
ment, the  national  treasury  is  apparently 
without  sufficient  futlds  to  meet  current 
expenses,  and  the  government  is  there- 
fore   resorting    to    extraordinary    ex- 
pedients to    provide  itself  with  cash. 
And  in   doing    this,    the  minister  ot 
finance  not  only  considers  himself  au- 
thorized to  give  retroactive  effect  to  the 
new  customs  and  consumption    taxes 
which  went  into  force  on  the  4th  instant 
by  applying  them  to  imports  arrived 
and  discharged  into  lighters  before  that 
.  date  and  to  stocks  of  merchandise  in  the 
retail  shops,  or  on  deposit,  but  he  has 
recently  decided  to  Suspend  the  payment 
of  interest  on  the.  gold  loans  of  1868 
and  1889  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1898, 
on  the  pretext  that  the  last  budget  au- 
thorizes the  government  to  refund  these 
loans     As  we  have  before  stated,  a  loan 
implies  a  contract  between  the  govern- 
-  msnt  and  the  bondholders,  and  neither 
party  has  the  right  to  modify  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  that  contract  without 
the  other's  consent.    Besides  this,  the 
government    can  not    give  retroactive 
effect  to  such  a  measure,  by  forcing 
bondholders  to  accept  interest  on  terms 
provided  for  subsequent  to  the  period 
for  which  it  is  due.     If  the  government 
wishes  to  refund  the  gold  loans  of  1868 
and  1889,  it  must  first  make  its  proposi- 
tion and  then  give  the  bondholders  the 
choice  of  accepting , or  not.    To  force 
them  to  accept  currency  bonds  and  cur- 
rency interest   for  their  gold,  bonds,  is 
an  act  of  cruel  injustice.    Ifone  man 
were  to  take  another's  property  in  that 
way,   the  law  would  punish  him  as  a 
criminal,  for  it  would  be  considered  rob- 
bery    And  there  is  no  power  on  earth 
competent  to  make  it  right  in  the  state 
to  do  what  is  so  clearly  criminal  111  the 
individual.      To    protect    the    people 
against  such  acts  of  arbitrary  authority, 
the  supreme  court  should  be  empowered 
to  consider  them  on  application,  to  de- 
clare them  void,  and    to  order  their 
suspension.

THE  LOANS  OF  6S  AND  S9. 

What  is  occurring  in  relation  to  the  creditors 
of  this  part  of  the  national  debt  is  grave  and 
demaiTds  the  serious  reconsideration  of  the 
competent  authorities.  t  .  . 

Under  the  pretext  of  observing  provisions 
of  the  budget  now  in  force,  interest  for  the 
last  quarter  of  1898,  which  cannot  be  subject 
to  any  budget  but  that  of  the  year  to  which 
it  belongs,  has  been,  and  continues,  suspended. 
At  the  Caixa  de  AmortisacSo  certificates,  or 
cheques  as  they  are  there  called,  have  been 
given  to  those  concerned,  entitling  them  to 
receive  the  sums  due.  This  is  a  confession 
of  matured  indebtedness.  But  that  office  refuses 
to  cash  those  cheques,  which  is  a  suspension 
of  payments.  , 

Any  merchant  who  should  thus  act  for 
three  weeks  towards  any  class  of  his  creditors 
would  have  already  been  declared  insolvent. 
The  government's  privileges  may  free  It  from 
the  material  disavantages  resulting  from  such 
conduct,  but  it  is  mistaken  if  it  imagines 
that,  by  means  of  subterfuges,  it  can  escape 
disastrous  moral  consequences. 


one  of  the  largest  in  Brazil,  he  was  gratified  to 
notice  ploughs  from  the  Deere  factory  of 
Illinois  in  use  oil  most  of  the  vast  sugar  plan- 
tttions  around  MacatuS,  These  are  owned  by 
oiu  family  who  form  a  potent  clan  living  in 
patriarchal  unity  in  great  manor  houses,  the 
dimensions  of  which  can  be  imagined  from 
dining  halls  in  several  with  a  sealing  capacity 
of  over  a  hundred,  ami  from  the  number  of 
between  forty  and  fifty  bed-rooms  in  the 
mansion  of  the  Viscount  of  Qtlissauiall.

A  Doctor  McCord  of 
Alabama,  who  had  for  many  years  been  the 
family  physician  of  Ibis  noble  connection, 
lately  returned  to  the  United  States  and  soon 
afterwards  died.  News  retching  Brazil  that 
the  Doctor  had  prior  to  his  death  met  with 
financial  reverses  and  had  left  his  family  in 
poverty,  the  Viscount  of  Ururahy,  chief  of  the 
Qtlissauiall  clan,  raised  a  subscription  among 
his  kinsmen  of  some  seven  to  eight  thousand 
dollars  for  the  impoverished  widow  and  chil- 
dren of  their  deceased  friend. 

Nearly  everything  consumed  by  these  people 
is  produced  oil  their  estates.  Even  the  cars  oil 
their  little  railroad  are  manufactured  there 
out  of  Brazilian  woods.  The  train  that  was 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  minister  and  his 
party  during  their  stay,  was  decorated  with  the 
stars  and  stripes  and  the  Brazilian  colors. 
Everywhere  the  demonstrations  were  affec- 
tionately, enthusiastic.  # 


Provincial  PsJotes 


Every  conversion  presupposes  ati  agreement 
Even  in  those  that  are  obligatory  the 
acknowledged  faculty  of  creditors  to  choose 
between  conversion  and  reimbursement  shields 
their  liberty  and  raises  it  above  the  arbitrary 
will  of  the  government...  The  latter,  then, 
must  not  suppose  that  it  has  been  empowered 
to  carry  into  execution  a  dictatorial  act.  Its 
mission  is  simply  that  of  a  negotiator  It 
must  consult  those  concerned  and  obtain  their 
consent,  in  the  absence  of  wliich  it  has  no 
power  to  compel  them  to  accept  the  funding 
loan. 

And,  as  what  is  in  question  is  a  conversion, 
it  is  evident  that  it  cannot  retroactively  em- 
brace interest  that  is  already  due.  Conversions, 
when  there  is  no  explicit  legislative  provision 
or  110  free  relinquishment  of  their  rights  by 
creditors,  modify  only  for  the  future  the 
respective  interest  and  the  kind  ot  money 
111  which  it  is  to  be  paid.  In  regard  to  this 
there  has  never  been  the  slightest  question. 
Regressive  conversions  are  unknown  in 
financial  history.  When  they  are  changed 
from  prospective  into  retrospective  they  no 
longer  have  the  name  ot  conversions.  I  hey  are, 
then,  suspensions  of  payments.  And  m  sus- 
pensions of  payments  bankrupts  are  not 
permitted  to  dictate  terms  to  their  creditors. 
The  latter,  on  the  contrary,  regulate  the 
situation  of  the  bankrupts. 


If  the  intended  conversion  is  to  be  accom- 
plished, it  must  be  in  securities  exactly  like 
those  of  the  English  agreement  and  the  holders 
of  63  and  89  bonds  must  be  placed  on  a 
perfectly  equal  footing  with  the  creditors  of 
our  foreign  loans. 

The  unpardonable  delay  in  the  payment  of 
interest  for  the  last  quarter  has  already  been 
interpreted  as  a  trick.  It  has  been  asserted 
that  this  inexcusable  procrastination  conceals 
the  design  of  depreciating  those  bonds  so 
that  they  may  be  bought  at  the  low  price 
to  which  they  will  thus  fall.  We  cannot 
belive  it. 

After  the  loss  of  our  credit  abroad,  this 
would  be  the  coup  de  grace  for  our  credit  at 
home,  and  any  national  emergency  that  may 
hereafter  arise  would  find  all  the  doors  of 
wealth  inexorably  closed  to  its  demands 

If  the  government  will  reflect,  it  will  see 
that  it  may  avoid  what  is  an  outrage  in  the 
eye  of  the  law,  besides  being  a  political 
blunder,  by  giving  orders  for  cashing  the 
cheques  issued  by  the  Caixa  de  Amortisacao. 
Left  unpaid  in  the  hands  of  creditors  these 
documents  are  deplorable  testimonials  of  our 
present  situation.  Having  made  this  payment, 
the  government  will  then  be  in  a  position  to 
come  to  an  agreement  for  regulating  its  status 
with  those  creditors.

has  been  grown  011  land  belonging  to  Capt. 
J oiio  Carlos  de  Toledo  Ribas. 

—According  to  the  Gazela  de  Miuas,  Dr. 
Kmilio  Masseu  has  recently  discovered  phyl- 
loxera on  about  8,000  Isabella  grapevine  cut- 
ting imported  from  the  United  States  by  Sr, 
Antonio  Teixeira  da  Silva,  of  Bouisuccesso. 

— A  Mandos  journal  contains  an  account  of 
an  attack  made  by  Indians  on  the  village  of 
Sant'Anua  in  a  remote  district  in  the  state  of 
Amazonas.  The  Indians  robbed  the  village 
and  killed  six  persons,  whose  corpses  they 
mutilated. 

— According  to  the  meteorologist  of  the  Sao 
Paulo  geographical  commission  the  average 
temperature  in  that  city  in  December  was 
70.070  Fahr.,  the  maximum  having  been  92.3" 
and  the  minimum  56.30.  The  rainfall  was 
132.4  mm.,  which  was  less  than  the  average  of 
144.9  mm. 

—  The  Portuguese  vice-consul  at  Santos  has 
sent  his  resignation  to  the  consul-general  at 
Rio  and  requires  an  immediate  settlement  of 
his  accounts.  The  Jornal  of  Sao  Paulo  learns 
that  the  vice-consul  has  taken  this  step  because 
he  considers  the  Portuguese  colony  of  Santos 
ungovernable. 

—  According  to  a  decree  of  the  2nd  inst. 
the  state  of  Miuas  Geraes  will  begin  the  work 
of  inscribing  the  areas  and  values  of  real 
estate  properties  on  March  1st,  which  will 
be  terminated  on  May  31st.  Twenty  days 
notice  will  be  given  in  each  municipality  .within 
which  proprietors  must  present  the  informa- 
tion required.  The  unit  of  measurement  will 
be  the  «alqueirei.  (50X100  bracas)— and  fines 
will  be  imposed  for  errors  exceeding  15  per 
cent  of  tl  e  area.  The  unit  of  area  is  one 
of  the  old  measurements  abolished  'by  law 
many  years  ago.  The  law  also  requires  hence- 
forth the  obligatory  registry  at  the  collector's 
office  of  all  real  estate  transfers  under  200$, 


—  The  new  municipal  prefect  of  Silo  Paulo 
seems  to  he  trying  to  bring  the  public  coach- 
men to  account.  A  few  days  since,  one  had 
his  licence  cancelled  because  of  his  being  a 
thief,  and  two  others  suffered  the  same  penalty 
for  disrespect  to  their  customers. 

—Many  of  the  old  springs  about  Bahia 
which  have  been  cleaned  out,  are  now  giving 
an  abundance  of  water,  but  there  are  appre- 
hensions that  they  will  soon  be  exhausted. 
The  Retiro  spring  has  become  completely  dry. 
A  number  of  Abyssinian  wells  have  been  dri- 
ven in  various  parts  of  the  city  and  are  giving 
good  results.  Various  owners  of  private 
springs  have  undertaken  to  sell  water  at  100 
reis  per  barril.

suburbs  of  the  city  by  means  of  underground 
cables,  etc. 

As  one  interested  in  the  electric  lighting 
of  S.  Paulo  I  have  made  a  note  of  the  date 
of  this  communication  and  will  be  pleased 
to  inform  yon  of  the  date  of  the  arrival  of 
this  large  consignment  of  electric  plant  in 
S.  Paulo. 

In  the  meantime  I  would  be  glad  to  know 
when  the  large  capital  necessary  for  this  new 
undertaking  was  raised  or  authorised  by  the 
shareholders  of  the  Gas  Co.  mid  also  what 
the  Gas  Co.  intend  doing  with  their  present 
gas  plant  seeing  that  the  offer  of  electric 
light  is  a  voluntary  one  and  not  called  for 
by  the  state  government,  and  consequently 
no  compensation  can  be  expected  from  the 
government  for  the  gas  plant  which  will  no 
longer  be   required.

Railroad  Notes 


—We  hear  the  Mr,  G.  P.  Roderick,  store- 
keeper of  the  Leopoldina  railway,  is  soon 
returning  home.  He  came  out  a  few  months 
ago  under  a  four  years'  contract. 

—  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  G.  F.  Colnian,  ex- 
manager  of  the  Leopoldina  railway  will  leave 
for  Europe  on  the  31st  inst.  His  friends  in 
Petropolis  will  give  him  a  banquet  before  his 
departure. 

—Mr.  M.  C.  Miller,  who  arrived  in  Rio  with 
Mr.  Barrow,  has  trikeu  up  his  duties  as  private 
secretary  to  the  new  manager  of  the  Leopol- 
dina. Mr.  Miller  comes  from  the  Southern 
railway  of  Buenos  Aires.' 

—  A  Bahia  telegram  of  "the  20th  announces 
£hje  arrival  there  of  Cominendadof  Joseph 
Mawson,  who  comes  to  inaugurate  construc- 
tion works  on  the  railway  from  Silio  Novo  to 
Mundo,  a  branch  of  the  Bahia  Central. 

—  A  new  departure  has  been  made  in  rail- 
way management  in  the  Argentine  republic, 
where  Dr.  Pedro  N.  Arias,  late  lawyer  to  the 
Central  Argentine  Railway  Co.  lias  been  ap- 
pointed president  of  the  local  board  of  direc- 
tors of  that  company  in  Buenos  Aires.  We 
may  hear  more  of  similar  appointments  both 
in  that  country  and  this  within  a  short  time. 
Dr.  Arias  does  not  speak  English,  but  that  is 
a  detail  where  every  prominent  English  rail- 
way man  speaks  Spanish. 

— We  are  informed  on  very  good  authority 
that  the  position  of  storekeeper  of  the  Leo- 
poldina railway  in  Brazil  has  been  accepted 
by  Mr.  H.  A.  Millar,  who  resigned  a  similar 
post  on  the  Buenos  Aires  and  Pacific  railway 
only  last  month  with  the  intention  of  return- 
ing to  England.  If  our  memory  serves  us, 
Mr.  Millar  came  out  about  four  years  ago  to 
re-organise  the  stores  department  of  the  Pa- 
cific railway,  and  we  understand  that  it  was 
partly  owing  to  bis  abilities  in  this  direction 
which  induced  Mr.  Barrow  to  secure  his  ser- 
vices for  the  Leopoldina. — Review,  Buenos 
Aires. 

— A  letter  has  been  received  in  Buenos  Aires 
from  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Leopoldina 
railway  in  Brazil,  which  confirms  what  we 
wrote  some  few  weeks  back.  The  letter  states 
that  there  are  about  10  to  15  derailments  a 
day,  that  there  is  no  time-table,  and  that 
trains  leave  more  or  less  when  they  like, 
When  a  new  engineer  arrived  there  he  was 
told  to  go  outside  to  such  and  such  a  place, 
and  when  he  asked  what  time  the  train  left 
he  was  told,  «  Oh,  any  time  between  7  and  9.  » 
In  the  offices  there  are  no  archives,  except  in 
the  memories  of  the  employees.  Mr.  Barrow 
and  his  new  staff  will  have  their  work  cut  out 
to  put  matters  ship-shape,  but  we  are  sure 
they  will  do  it. — Review,  Buenos  Aires. 

—  A  serious  accident  nearly  happened  yes- 
terday morning  on  the  mountain  section  of 
the  Petropolis  railway  (Leopoldiua).  The  axle 
of  locomotive  No.  11  broke  and  the  machine 
with  a  special  coach  started  down  the  incline 
at  a  dangerous  speed.  Some  of  the  passengers 
started  to  jump  from  the  coach,  but  were  pre- 
vented by  others.  Th^driver,  however,  kept 
cool  and  reversing  steam  succeeded  in  stop- 
ping his  train  after  a  run  of  aT>ont  1  fo  kilome- 
tres. It  transpires  that  the  coach  was  not  pro- 
vided with  brakes,  which  is  an  oversight  the 
Leopoldina  company  should  rectify  at  once.

—We  were  exceedingly  pleased  to  receive  a 
visit  from  Dr.  D.  J-  King,  one  of  the  oldest  re- 
sident foreign  physicians  in  Rio,  after  his  recent 
illness.  Dr.  King  underwent  a  surgical  ope- 
ration, necessitated  by  an  accident,  but  is  now 
his  old  cheery  self.  We  understand  the  doctor 
is  again  attending  to  his  patients   in  the  Rua 

;  Primeiro  tie  Marco.  No.  3,  who  will  be  glad  to 
see  him  alive  and  well. 

— The  celebrated  Temerario  arrived  here  last 
week,  en  tattle  for  Spain.  She  has  given  up 
the  idea  of  crossing  South  America  bv  land. 
Considerable  curiosity  was  manifested  here  in 
the  courageous  little  ship  which  left  Buenos 
Aires  one  fair  dav  to  engage  single-handed 
with  the  Otegon  and  Marietta.  They  eluded 
her,  however,  and  that  led  to  the  attempt  to 
cut  them  off  by  way  of  Paraguay. 

—  The  Loudon  People  of  December  25th, 
gives  a  report  of  the  divorce  case  of  Absolom 
v  Absolom  and  Mead,  in  which  the  plaintiff 
obtained  a  decree  nisi.  Mr.  Edwin  Absolom 
is  well  known  in  Rio,  where  he  was  employed 
in  the  Rio  Flour  Mills  for  some  three  years. 
The  co  respondent  is  also  said  to  have  been 
employed  for  a  short  time  by  Messrs.  Wilson, 
Sons  &  Co.  here.  Fortunately  we  have  few 
such  cases  to  record  in  Rio  society  either  past 
or  present. 

—  Some  of  the  journals  assert  that  the  war 
department  has  cancelled  its  order  forbidding 
the  assignment  of  officers  to  duty  when  they 
are  members  of  congress,  even  during  the  in- 
tervals between  the  sessions.  We  understand 
that  it  has  been  decided  that  the  order  is  un- 
constitutional. The  Jomal  do  Commercio, 
however,  claims  to  be  authorized  to  assert 
that  the  order  has  not  been  cancelled.  The 
order  is  certainly  a  good  one.  and,  if  it  is 
reallv  unconstitutional)  this  is  one  of  the 
points  in  which  the  constitution  can  advan- 
tageously be  amended. 

— In  the  recent  law  examinations  a  lady, 
Sra.  Myrthes  Campos,  obtained  a  diploma  as  a 
bachelor -of-law,  this  being  the  first  time  the 
degree  has  been  given  to  a  lady  in  Brazil. 
Several  ladies  have  begun  the  course,  but  she 
is  the  first  who  has  persevered  successfully  to 
the  end.  Sra.  Myrthes  Campos»has  all  our 
admiration,  sympathy  ayd  good*  wishes  in  her 
new  career,  in  which  she  will  be  a  credit  to 
the  intellectuality  of  Brazilian  womanhood, 
and  we  cordially  wish  her  the  success  of  Shake- 
speare's Portia  in  all  her  lawsuits.  But  if 
slie  be  as  womanly  as  Portia  was,  her  first 
action  woMd  be  against  the  editor  of  the  /or* 
rial  do  Biazil  for  the  caricature  of  her  he  pub- 
lished on  Friday  last. 


—  On  Largo  de  S.  Francisco  de  Paula  Sun- 

day  night  a  policeman  was  suddenly  seized 
with  a  mania  for  biting,  After  having  bitten 
several  persons  and  frightened  many  others, 
he  was  finally  arrested.  It  is  not  stated 
whether  he  was  intoxicated,  or  merely  ec- 
centric. 

—  Our  readers  will  remember  that  during 
the  war  in  Bahia  an  organization  calling  it- 
self the  Uni5o  Civica  raised  by  subscription  a 
sum  of  money,  said  to  amount  to  15,000$  for 
presenting  a  sword  to  Gen.  Arthur  Oscar.  A 
sword  costing  700$  is  reported  to  have  been 
ordered,  but  it  is  now  asserted  that  Gen. 
Arthur  Oscar  has  never  received  it.  What  has 
become  of  the  rest  of  the  15,000$  is  not  known 
1  his  statement,  however,  is  contradicted,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  the  subscription  produced 
only  4,000$  and  that  there  have  been  many 
expenses  iii  addition  to  the  purchase  of  the 
sword. 

_  — «  I  see  by  the  /ornal,»  said  Smalwyt  reflec- 
tively, »that  during  the  voyage  of  the  Por- 
tuguese cruiser  Adamastor,  up  to  Santos,  there 
hail  been  delivered  257  discourses.  In  Buenos 
Aires  15  more  were  delivered,  and  in  Bahia  27 
up  to  the  14th.  This  gives  a  total  of  299.  up 
to  the  14th.  The  gale  was  still  blowing  in 
Bahia,  and  the  ship  has  still  to  visit  Para  and 
Pernambuco.  Under  such  circumstances,  I 
consider  it  criminal  extravagance  for  that 
vessel  to  use  coal  ;  she  can  navigate  beautifully 
with  her  own  wind.  Just  think  of  it  ;  300 
speeches  during  a  brief  voyage  to  the  Brazilian 
coast!  Why,  she  could  sail  half  way  round 
the  world  with  a  gale  of  wind  like  that !  » 

—  We  are  informed  that  Rev.  James  B.  Rod- 
gers,  of  the  Presbyterian  mission  in  this 
country,  has  acceded  to  a  request  from  the 
board  of  missions  in  the  United  States  to  go  to 
Manilla  and  take  charge  of  mission  work  in 
the  Philippine  Islands.  Mr.  Rodgers  has  only 
very  recently  settled  at  Desterro.  Santa  Catha- 
riua.  from  which  place  he  arrived  here  on 
Saturday  last  with  Ids  wife  and  two  children, 
on  their  way  to  their  new  field  of  labor.  They 
are  to  leave  for  London  bv  the  «  Ionic.,  on  the 
27th,  and  from  there  will' go  to  Manilla,  via 
the  Suez  Canal,  Singapore  and  Hong  Kong. 
Although  a  host  of  friends  will  deeply  regret 
their  departure  from  Brazil,  a  thousand  good 
wishes  will  go  with  them  for  their  personal 
well  being  and  their  success  in  their  new  home 
on  the  other  side  of  the  world. 

—  For  the  municipal  election  to  be  held  on 
the  29th  inst.  in  this  city  a  ticket  has  been 
organized  by  the  Centro  Commercial.  We  are 
not  acquainted  with  many  of  the  Ceutro's 
candidates,  whose  records,  "we  think,  should 
be  carefully  investigated  bv  every  business 
man.  If  the  result  is  satisfactory,  he  should 
not  only  vote  for  them,  but  also  actively  exert 
himself  to  secure  their  election.  Even  though 
he  may  think  that  the  selection  might  have 
been  better,  he  is  not  justified,  it  seems  to  us, 
in  denying  them  his  earnest  support,  unless  he 
feels  that  they  altogether  fail  to  inspire  con- 
fidence. To  rescue  the  city  from  the  clutches 
of  the  vultures  that  have  so  long  been  preying 
upon  it,  is  an  object  of  such  paramount' im- 
portance that  it  is  wrong  to  waste  one  single 
vote  that  may  contribute  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  object.  As  to  the  circular  with 
which  the  Centra  presents  its  candidates,  we 
think  that  business  men  will  give  it  their 
unqualified  endorsement. 

— The  feast  of  St  Sebastian,  the  patron  saint 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  was  the  hottest  day  of  the 
present  summer.  The  thermometer  in  our 
office  only  registered  S6  degrees,  but  in  the 
streets  we  found  only  two  collars  that  had  not 
lost  their  shape  and  those  we  suspect  were 
celluloids.  Contrary  to  our  expectation,  the 
churches  were  not  crowded,  and  we  heard  110 
panegyric  of  the  patron  saint.  The  hot  wea- 
ther possibly  accounted  for  all.  We  briefly 
remind  our  readers  that  the  full  name  of  the 
city  is  Sao  Sebastiao  do  Rio  de  Janeiro.  On 
January  20th,  1566,  the  Portuguese  Estacio  de 
SA  Started  from  Bahia  to  seize  Rio  de  Janeiro 
from  the  French,  and  foundedYilla  Velha,  near 
Sugar  Loaf.  He  called  another  settlement  near 
Castle  Hill  Sao  Sebastiao  after  the  young  King 
of  Portugal.  On  the  20th  January,  1567,  the 
Indians  and  French  were  beaten  on  the  feast  of 
St.  Sebastian  a  triple  reason  for  giving  the  city 
the  name  of  Sao  Sebastiao  do  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
St.  Sebastian  was  a  young  captain  of  the  praeto- 
rian guard  under  Diocletian  and,  becoming  a 
Christian,  was  tied  to  a  stake  and  shot  at  with 
arrows.  He  survived  this  ordeal,  and  present- 
ed himself  before  Diocletian,  who  ordered 
him  to  be  whipped  to  death,  which  was  done. 
His  death  occurred  in  the  year  2SS.  He  is  held 
as  the  patron  saint  against  plague  and  pesti- 
lence, and  for  a  quadruple  reason  he  is  a  fit 
patron  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Perhaps  no  saint  in 
the  calendar  has  attracted  the  attention  of 
modern  painters  more  than  St.  Sebastian.  His 
martyrdom  has  been  depicted  by  Mantegna, 
Paul  Veronese,  Domenichino  and  Correggio, 
most  of  the  pictures  having  been  secured  by 
the  National  Gallery  in  London.

Business  Notes 

—  The  City  Improvement  Co.  is  to  receive 
the  sum  of  i,2oj,682$I92,  amount  due  for 
drainage  services  during  the  second  half  of 

I  189S. 

—  The  deposits  made  last  year  in  the  gov- 
ernment savings  bank  in  the  city  of  Rio  cle 
Janeiro  amounted  lo  26,955>oo0#  £Uld  tlie 
withdrawals  to  25,541 ,6701499. 

—  In  S;  Paulo  a  banker  named  Olito  Ber- 
nardihas  disappeared  leaving  liabilities  to  the 
amount  of  100,000  francs.  He  received  money 
to  remit  abroad  —  and  kept  it. 

—  The  Pats  of  yesterday  notices  two  more 
cases  where  registered  letters  containing  money 
(one  200$  and  the  other  150$)  have  disappeared 
and  no  satisfaction  has  been  given. 

—  The  Renania  brewery,  of  Petropolis,  has 
secured  a  new  and  larger  plant  for  the 
manufacture  of  beer  and  is  now  turning  out 
a  ne-v  and  superior  grade  of  beer. 

—  A  telegram  of  the  19th  inst.  says  that  in 
Bahia  it  is  very  difficult  for  merchants  to  pay 
the  jo  W0  gold  duty.  Some  of  the  importers 
have  countermanded  the  orders  which  they 
had  sent  lo  Europe  for  merchandise. 

—  A  planter  residing  near  Campinas,  S. 
Paulo,  has  erected  on  his  plantation  mach- 
inery of  his  own  invention  for  preparing  fari- 
nha  de  mandioca.  He  has  500,000  niandioca 
plants,  and  expects  to  make  10,000  bags  of 
larinlia  of  100  litres  each. 

—  The  scheme  to  charter  an  international 
American  bank,  which  was  originally  intended 
to  operate  only  in  Latin-American  countries, 
but  was  afterwards  amplified  to  cover  all 
foreign  countries,  was  defeated  in  the  United 
States  house  of  representatives  on  the  16th  ult. 

—  The  Jomal  do  Commercioot  Juiz  de  Fora 
of  the  15th  inst.,  contains  an  excellent  illus- 
tration of  the  Hotel  Rio  de  Janeiro,  of  that 
city,  one  of  the  best-known  hotels  of  the 
interior.  It  was  opened  twenty  years  ago, 
and  occupies  one  of  the  best  buildings  of  Juiz 
de  F6ra. 

—  At  a  meeting  held  on  the  16th  inst.  at  the 
Exchange  building,  importers  decided  to  test 
before  the  courts  the  legality  of  the  collection 
of  the  10  °/o  gold  duty  on  goods  that  arrived 
before  the  1st  inst.  This  is  right;  if  tax-payers 
wish  their  rights,  they  must  be  always  prepared 
to  defend  them. 

—  On  the  17th  inst.  the  minister  of  finance 
issued  a  circular  to  the  chiefs  of  the  public 
revenue  offices  subordinate  to  his  department, 
that  until  the  publication  of  the  respective 
regulamento  they  shall  exact  the  payment  of 
the  new  comsmnption  taxes  by  stamps  only  at 
the  time  of  sale  by  retail. 

—  There  is  a  project  on  foot  to  supply  Lon- 
don with  sea  water  for  bathing  purposes,  and 
for  watering  the  streets.  This  will  be  sur- 
prising news  to  some  local  physicians  who 
opposed,  a  few  years  ago,  the  use  of  sea  water 
for  this  same  purpose  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
because  of  its  uiihealtllfuluess. 

—  Having  largely  increased  its  plant  the 
Brahma  brewery,  belonging  to  Messrs.  George 
Maschke  &  Co.,  is  now  able  to  greatly  in- 
crease its  production  and  is  therefore  able 
to  make  ah  important  reduction  in  the  prices 
of  its  popular  «  Franziskaner  Bran, »  which 
will  be  delivered  anywhere  in  the  city  at  46$ 
per  50  bottles  and  90$  per  100. 

—  A  proposal  has  been  presented  to  the 
Bahia  uiamcipal  council  for  the  fresh  beef 
supply  of  that  city,  by  Srs.  Pedro  Moacyr, 
Benedicto  Carrues  and  Carlos  Moura,  the 
contract  to  be  for  6  years,  and  the  prices  to 
vary  from  400  reis  to  i$2O0  per,  kilo  according 
to  the  fluctuations  of  exchange  between  27 
and  6  pence.  They  offer  to  deposit  20,000$ 
to  guarantee  the  execution  c^t  he;, contract. 
The  proposal  is  under  consideration. 

—  The  Associacao  Commercial  and  the  banks 
have  resolved  to  acknowledge  the  Visit  paid 
them  in  November  last  by  Dr. 'Bernardino  de 
Campos,  on  the  occasion  of  his  retiring  from 
the  department  of  finance,  by  means  of  a  letter 
expressing  their  appreciation  of  the  attention 
and  manifesting  their  recognition  of  the  im- 
portant services  rendered  by  him  to  commerce 
and  agriculture.  The  letter  will  be  on  vellum, 
and  will  be  signed  by  all. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  issued  orders 
for  .the  collection  of  the  new  consumption 
taxes  by  means  of  stamps  on  the  occasion  of 
the  sale  of  the  respective  merchandise  until 
after  the  regulations  shall  have  been  issued  ; 
but  the  president  of  the  Associa£ao«Commer- 
cial  asserts  that  i\\  virtue  of  one  of  the  pro- 
visions of  decree  No.  572,  of  July  12;  1890,  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  before  the  regulations 
are  issued  is  not  legal. 

—  At  tile  end  of  last  year  the  aggregate  cash 
balances  at  16  banksof  Rio  de  Janeiro  amount- 
ed to  130,267,0001,  against  the  following  sums 
at  previous  dates :

—  For  its  financial  year  of  1897-98  the  Bras- 
ilianische  Bank  fur  Deutsclihtnd  realised  a 
gross  profit  of  2,170,240  mark*,  including  a 
balance  of  460,520  marks  brought  forward 
from  the  preceding  year.  The  Jfet  profit  was 
•  051,760  „iarKSt  from  which  72,646  nftrks 
were  placed  to  credit  of  the  ordinary  reserve 
fund,  250,000  marks  to  that  of  the  special 
reserve,  72,646  marks  for  directors  fees 
1  200,000  marks  to  account  of  dividends  ( 12 

-percent  on  10,000,000  marks),  and  456,468 
marks  to  new  account. 


—  After  a  very  brief  trial  at  20$  per  annum, 
the  Jomal  of  Sao  Paulo  has  resolved  to 
iucrease  its  subscription  rate  to  30$. 

—  The  onus  of  a  new  tax  is  best  understood 
when  it  is  brought,  directly  home  to  you.  We 
have  a  case  of  our  own.  We  had  a  small 
consignment  of  paper  by  the  British  str. 
u  Oropesa  »  which  entered  this  port  December 
20th  last.  We  initiated  the  dispatch  of  the 
same  two  ctavsjater.  Owing  to  the  extreme 
slowness  with  which  work  is  done,  the  paper 
was  not  discharged  from  the  lighter  until 
January  4th,  the  day'oii  which  the  new  duties 
went  into  force.  Our  dispatch  is  now  through 
and  we  are  called  Upon  tp  pay  10  per  cent  in 
gold,  though  the  goods  were  here  in  port  and 
the  dispatch  initiated  before  the  new  tax  law- 
had  passed  congress.  It  is  a  gross  injustice, 
and  the  government  must  know  it. 

—As  a  result  of  some  previous  meetings  on 
the  subject,  a  meeting  of  the  leading  English 
iudiarubber  manufacturers  was  held  on  De- 
cember 14th  in  Manchester  to  discuss  propos- 
als for  a  combination  of  the  whole  trade. 
The  main  object  of  the  new  association  of 
British  rubber  manufacturers  is  to  control  pri- 
ces and  output  in  view  of  competition.  After 
considerable  discussion  it  was  determined  to 
form  the  association,  rules  were  adopted  and 
officers  were  elected.  The  feeling  prevailed 
that  although  prices  may  be  to  some  extent 
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of  this  decision,  the 


■  WOOL  FROM  PINE  TREES,         jj 
Most  men  would  as  soon  think  of  gathering 

figs  off  thistleS'M  wool  of  pine  trees,  yet  that 
is  just  wlutt  the  promoters  of  a  new  Oregon 
industry  propose. to  do.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  A. 
Cords  are  establishing  a  plant  at  Grant's  Pass 
for  the  manufacture  of  pine  needles  into  a 
fabric  very  like  woolen  cloth.  There  is  noth- 
ing new  in  this  industry.  It  has  been  carried 
on  in  Europe  for  years,  but  never  before  has 
it  occurred  to  anyone  that  in  the  forests  of 
Oregon  is  better  material  and  more  of  it  for 
the  manufacture  of  pine  wool  than  any  place 
else  in  the  world, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cords  are  enthusiasts,  but  are 
practical-minded  withal,  and  do  not  purpose 
to  start  in  on  too  large  a  scale.  They  intend 
first  to  make  material  of  the  consistency  of 
excelsior  for  mattresses  ;  after  that  they  will 
manufacture  the  wool  which  is  used  for  under- 
clothing, bandages  and  other  purposes  where 
a  soft  and  pliable  fabric  is  required.  Only 
the  inner  fabric  of  the  needles  can  be  used  for 
the  latter,  and  the  process  is  expensive,  but 
not  more  so  than  that  of  the  manufacture  of 
lambs'  wool.— Sin  Francisco  Examiner. 
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rapidly  growing  competition  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  rubber  industry  by  France,  Ger- 
many and  America  must  continue  to  be  a 
powerful  check  upon  any  such  advance. 

—  On  the  20th  inst.  the  procurator  of  the 
republic  initiated  legal  proceedings  before  the 
federal  court  of  this  city  against  the  commer- 
cial firm  of  Messrs.  Eddy,  Mascarenha  & 
Guerin,  as  representatives  of  Messrs.  Flint, 
Eddy  &  Co. ,  of  New  York,  for  the  recovery  of 
%  200,000,  or  Rs.  1,468,200$,  and  accrued 
interest,  corresponding  to  the  second  instal- 
ment due  ou  the  purchase  of  the  transport 
11  Nictheroy, »  now  belonging  to  the  United 
States  government  and  known  as  the  «  Buf- 
falo. »  The  business  seems  to  bea  very  peculiar 
one,  and  the  United  States  government  will 
do  well  to  clear  itself  of  all  responsibility 
without  delay. 

—  The  acting  vice-consul  of  the  United 
States  in  Santos,  Mr.  George  Rosenheim,  has 
sent  an  interesting  report  ou  in  ingabeira  rub- 
ber to  his  government.  He  says  the  HaUcortlia 
speciosa,  or  mangabeira,  hasonly  given  good 
results  in  the  western  part  of  S.  Paulo.  For- 
merly mangabeira  rubber  brought  only  about 
half  as  much  as  the  Para  rubber,  but  the  price 
lias  risen  on  account  of  being  harder  and  more 
suitable  to  certain  industries.  During  the 
first  half  of  1S98,  the  rubber  cargoes  over  the 
Mogyana  line  amounted  to  76,498  kilos.  The 
work  of  tapping  the  trees  is  donelPby  ex- 
perienced workmen  from  Bahia,  the  owners 
receiving  one-third  of  the  net  profit.  The 
The  buyers  on  the  spot  pay  about,  75$«»  per 
arroba.  Mr.  Rosenheim  adds  that  the  govern- 
ment is  anxious  to  foster  the  industry.

—  The  directors  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  flour 
mills  and  granaries  in  their  report  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  last  state  that  considera-; 
ble  interruption  in  working  the  mill,  at  one 
time  occasioning  a  stoppage  of  one  mouth, 
occurred  during  that  period,  due  to  important 
improvemements  and  renovations  in  the  ma- 
chinery undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  output.  The  charge  to  revenue  on 
this  account,  including  current  repairs,  during 
the  year  amounted  to£ -11,441,  £6,000  being 
carried  forward  to  be  spread  over  future  years. 
The  quantity  of  wheat  ground  was,  however, 
notwithstanding  the  interruptions,  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  In  the  last  report  it  was 
stated  that  first  mortgage  debentures,  to  the 
extent  to  £  150,000,  had  been  issued,  of  which 
£  50,000  were  being  used  as  collateral  security 
against  purchase  of  wheat,  and  that  the  other 
£,00,000  had  beeii  placed  with  the  public. 
In  conformity  with  the  conditions  of  the  loan, 
£3,000  of  these  debentures  were  drawn  for 
payment  at  par,  and  paid  off  on  January  1  1898 
thus  reducing  the  total  amount  of  debentures 
to  £  147,000.  After  making  ample  provision 
for  all  bad  and  doubtful  debts,  and  increasing 
the  reserve  fund  to  £  26,500,  the  net  profit  for 
the  year  is£  13  445.,  being  the  difference  be- 
tween the  gross  income  of  £118,117,  and  the 
expenditure)  of  £  105,27a,  and  adding  thereto 
the  balance  of  £6,oko  brought  forward  from 
1897,  the  total  amount  is  / 19,456.  Of  this 
sum  /  5,670,  or  5s.  per  share,  was  distributed 
as  interim  dividend,  and  the  directors  now 
propose  to  divide  a  further  7s.  per  share,  mak> 
ing  in  all  12s.  per  sliare  for  the  year,  free  of 
income-tax.  This  will  require  a*  amount  of 
/  7.938,  and  will  leave  a  balance  of  £  5,848  to 
te  carried  forward.  --M- 


—  The  receipts  of  the  state  revenue  office  at

—  It  is  reported  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
money  in  the  state  treasury  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul  for  the  payment  of  the  military    brigade. 

—  Counterfeit  money  has  been  discovered  at 
Nova  Friburgoj  and  the  police  are  making  a 
rigid  investigation  into  the  matter.  Several 
arrests  have  been  made  but  thus  far  without 
result. 

According  to  a  statement  recently  pu- 
blished in  the  hnprensa  statement,  the  ag- 
gregate indebtedness  of  the  nation  and  the 
several  states  at  the  beginning  of  the  current 
year  was  4,281, 705,5131000. 

—  We  must  confess  that  we  can  account  for 
the  arbitrary,  high  handed  and  tactless  conduct 
of  the  government  towards  tax-payers  and 
creditors  only  by  supposing  that  the  treasury 
is  empty  and  ready  money  pressiugly  re- 
quired. 

—  A  Natal  telegram  of  the  20th  says  that 
a  treasury  balance  just  issued  shows  that  the 
debt  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte,  hi  apo/ucs, 
amounts  to  168,000$,  not  counting  about 
50,000$  redeemed  and  deposited  at  various 
collectorias. 

—  The  Jomal  do  Commcrcio  of  Sunday  is 
informed  that  the  municipal  prefect  has  ar- 
ranged a  loan  of  1,700,000$  from  the  Banco  da 
Republica  for  the  payment  of  salariesand  wages 
owing  to  municipal  employes  since  the  end 
of  September  last.  The  Jomal  does  not  men- 
tion the  report  that  these  employes  are  to 
receive  part  payment  in  municipal  bonds.

He  has  tried  to  arrange' it,  but 
thus  far  without  success. 

—  The  Pais  has  been  informed  that  on  the 
31st  inst.  the  municipal  employes  to  whom 
four  months'  salary  is  due,  will  receive  half 
the  amount  due  them  in  currency  and  half 
in  municipal  bonds  at  180$.  The  nominal 
value  of  the  bonds  is  200$  but  the  market 
price  is  only  159$,  which  means  a  loss  to 
the  receivers  of  over  20$  on  every  bond,  as 
they  will  of  course  have  to  sell  them.  «No 
one  will  say,  n  says  the  Pais,  « that  this  should 
be  a  good  business.  »  In  our  way  of  thinking, 
it  is  a  very  discreditable  business. 

—  Appropriations  by  executive  decree  begin 
early  this  year.  It  seems  that  the  sum  of  200,- 
000$  is  required  for  the  payment  of  laborers 
dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  navy-yards 
and  that  it  has  been  discovered  that  in  the 
budget  no  provision  was  made  for  this  pay- 
ment. Consequently  the  government  has  to 
make  a  special   appropriation   to  meet   the 

-emergency.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary 
to  make  by  executive  decree  a  special  appro- 
priation of  30,000$  for  the  payment  of  a  claim 
For  compensation  made  by  a  German.  And 
yet  The  Rio  NEWS  has  been  censured  for  not 
being  prematurely  enthusiastic  over  the  budget 
voted  by  congress.
